superficial  contact  with  the  recorded  information. 


Since  this  paper  is  in  support  of  the  work  program  of 

ORAE ,  quite  naturally  then,  the  set  of  locations  that  have 
» 

been  included  are  those  which  would  be  considered  within 
easy  access  by  the  members  of  D  Strat  A  and  DSPP. 

For  the  set  of  sources,  those  data  basos  which  are 
available  at  the  various  locations  have  been  included. 

Only  unclassified  data  bases  are  considered. 

Clearly  the  scope  of  this  paper  is  defined  only  for 
the  time  of  writing,  a  snapshot.  Because  of  the  continuing 
production  of  infcrmaticn,  data  bases  will  generally 
continue  to  grow  although  some  may  fail  tor  economic 
reasons.  This  scope  will  become  outdated  for  several 
reasons  including  the  following  obvious  ones:

b.  for  an  existing  data  base,  its  range  of  interest 
and/or  publications  consulted  expands;

RETRO 

1.  The  DSIS  Retrospective  Search  System  (RETRO)  contains 
information  on  all  documents  held  by  DSIS  which  have  been 
collected  since  1946  and  now  total  approximately  5UU,000. 

The  collection  is  approximately  25%  Canadian  by  source  that 
includes  the  Defence  Research  Establ isnmonts  ana  ORAE,  other 
DND  establishments,  the  CF  Commands,  the  military  staff 
colleges  and  contractors.  Other  important  sources  are  the 
US,  British,  Australian  government  agencies  (primarily 
defence)  ana  NATO. 

2.  The  search  methods  may  include  Key  words  in  the 
title,  by  author  and  by  source.  As  well,  a  set  of 
descriptors  from  a  controlled  vocabulary  (basea  on 
TEST-Thesauru?  of  Engineering  and  Scientific  Terms)  may  be 
employed.  Boolean  logic  (AND,  OK,  NOT)  may  be  used  to  aid 
searching. 

J.  One  of  the  features  of  RETRO  is  that  it  leans  to  the 

large  bank  of  microfiches  available  locally  produced  by  (US) 
Natinal  Technical  Information  service  ( NT IS)  under  the  ADa 
numbered  series  which  is  unclassified  and  unrestricted 
covering  US  defense-sponsored  activity. 

4.  As  a  result  of  a  successful  RETRO  search,  one  obtains 

title,  author,  DSIS  Accession  number  and  a  list  ot 
descriptors.  This  information  provides  an  entry  into  the 
COM  system  (Computer  Output  Film)  which  will  provide  an 
abstract.  This  system  permits  a  manual  search  through  tapes 
whose  Subject  material  is  organized  by  source,  author, 
descr  i  tors  ,  and  DSIS  accession  number.
